ROCHESTER, N Y. (AP) - 
Violence-ridden Rochester, de­ 
scribed by 
Gov. 
Nelson

Rockefeller as a victim of ex­ 
trem ism , struggled today to re­ 
gain a semblance of normalcy 
from a bloody weekend of race 
rioting. 
With its uneasy peace being 
enforced by hundreds of helm et­ 
ed city and state police, the city 
was paid a surprise visit Mon­ 
day by the governor. 
Rockefeller expressed “ shock 
and great sadness” over what 
he saw during a tour of the riot- 
torn Negro sections. 


Declaring that the racial vio­ 
lence was clear evidence of ex­ 
trem ism that cannot be justi­ 
fied, Rockefeller said he found 
no evidence of outside agitators, 
however. 


He said he felt that there was 
no connection with the race vio­ 
lence which ripped through New 
York's Harlem and a Negro 
area of Brooklyn. 


The relative quiet in Roches­ 
ter prompted hopes that some 
solution could be found to curb 
the simmering unrest before the 
week was out. 


Worried officials said private­ 
ly they feared another bloody 
weekend might erupt when fac­ 
tories closed and thousands of 
workers were released for their 
normal days off.

There has been another drowning in the 
district. 
This time the victim—another teen­ 
ager-perished in the Ohio River at the 
site of former Dam 8 near Newell. 
So long as there is hot weather, so long 
as there are swimmers and so long as 
there are inviting bodies of water, there 
will be drownings. But again may we em­ 
phasize that such tragedies can be held 
to a minimum if more common sense is 
used in selecting spots in which to go 
swimming. 
To those who are only average or poor 
swimmers, we direct this appeal—Do 
your swimming in supervised waters. 
Then if trouble occurs help will always be 
close at hand. 


To those who are excellent swimmers— 
if you still chose to ignore supervised 
waters, make certain you have a thorough 
knowledge of the waters in which you do 
swim. No matter how competent you may 
be, tragedy still can strike quickly in an 
unguarded moment. 
Parents should make a special effort to 
bring home the'dangers of reckless swim­ 
ming and urge their youngsters to select 
only supervised waters for their “old 
swimming hole” regardless of how at­ 
tractive and fascinating other spots may 
appear. 
Death by drowning is a horrible thing 
and life is too precious to be tossed away 
carelessly merely for a few moments of 
enjoyment in a cooling body of water on 
a hot summer day. 


Back-Door Diplomacy 


One of the oddities of U.S. refusal to 
recognize the Chinese People’s Republic 
diplomatically is the long dialogue that 
has been carried on between Washington 
and Peking in Poland — a back-door 
relationship. 
This little known arrangement has giv­ 
en the United States more high-level dip­ 
lomatic contact with Red China than many 
nations which recognize it diplomatically 
have had. 
This week, the U.S. ambassador to Po­ 
land, John Moors Cabot, will begin another 
chapter of the dialogue with the Red Chin­ 
ese ambassador, continuing a contact that 
began in 1954 during the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. 


PRINCIPAL topic in the early stages 
was exchange of prisoners. Red China 
was holding 76 Americans and the United 
States was holding between 60 and 70 
Chinese students barred from leaving the 
United States during the Korean war. 
Since then, the range has been broad­ 
ened. There now have been 120 meetings. 


The first ones were held in Geneva. Sub­ 
sequently, meetings were held in Warsaw. 
The subject matter for this 121st meet­ 
ing has not been disclosed, but it obvious­ 
ly would have something to do with ten­ 
sion over U.S. threats to carry the South 
Viet Nam war into North Viet Nam and 
Peking’s veiled warning that this might 
be a repetition of what happened when 
the war in South Korea was carried into 
North Korea. 


ON THAT occasion, Peking’s warning 
that Red Chinese troops would protect 
Manchuria’s Yalu River frontier was dis­ 
regarded, with the result that the U.S. 
campaign was shattered and a truce fin­ 
ally arranged with North Korea. 
The talks also could deal with Laos. 
The United States withholds diplomatic 
recognition from the Chinese People’s Re­ 
public, but it maintains diplomatic rela­ 
tionship — by the back door. Three ad­ 
ministrations—Eisenhower, Kennedy and 
now the Johnson administration have car­ 
ried 
it 
on 
realistically, 
if 
not en­ 
thusiastically. 


One Thing About J. R. Hof fa 


The Jury’s finding of guilty in the case 
of James R. Hof fa and six other code­ 
fendants on charges of fraud and con­ 
spiracy against the Teamsters Union pen­ 
sion fund came after a long, complicated 
trial in which batteries of lawyers used 
every resource and gimmick in the legal 
lexicon. 
In a trial of this nature, the public 
cannot follow the arguments; they are 
too involved and complex. But toward the 
end of the trial the defense attorneys 
tried to plant an idea in the public mind 
that Mr. Hoffa was being persecuted by 
the U.S. government and specifically by 
Attorney General Kennedy. 
On this, the public can follow the argu­ 
ment with no trouble. 
The argument is that the attorney gen­ 
i a l , who came to that job after serving 
as counsel to the U.S. Senate investiga­ 
tion that uncovered the

personnel of the Teamsters Union under 
Mr. Hoffa, has a personal interest in 
prosecuting the Teamsters president — in 
persecuting him.

The latter, a strange man 
who goes to juju black magic 
seances to invoke geni, hopes to 
use Bungalow 20 as the spring­ 
board for continental revolution 
and the creation of a Communist 
United States of Africa. 
Bungalow 20 is the political 
factory for the forging of new 
“Workers and Farmers” par­ 
ties in other lands which now 
are anti-Communist and eager 
to cooperate with the U.S., Eng­ 
land, France and West Ger­ 
many. 
There is no one to check on 
President Nkrumah’s heavy ex­ 
penditures for gun running and 
export of instant political pre­ 
fabricated parties.

HIS SECRET POUGE net­ 
work is in the complete image 
of the old Stalinist and new 
Communist China thought con­ 
trol commissars.

scores of millions of U.S. busi­ 
ness’s dollars. 
Not only has he wiped out 
the authority of courts, but, 
most startling in Africa. Mr. 
Nkrumah has destroyed the po­ 
litical power of the tribes—the 
GaAdangbe, Krobo, Ewe. Akwa- 
mu. Asante. Fante, Akan, Mam- 
prusi and Dagomba, as well as 
the northern tribes. 
He has dissolved the pro-U.S. 
United party. 
He has jailed such former na­ 
tional leaders as the former 
ministers of information and of 
foreign affairs and the sister 
of the former finance minister 
and her husband All of those 
people were close to him. 
In prison, too, are Chief S. 
Dombo, former leader of the 
minority in parliament, William 
Ofori-Atta, a United party lead­ 
er and Dr. Kuta-Dankwa. The 
latter was mysteriously jailed 
simply because he was a friend 
of the ousted minister of for­ 
eign affairs. 
Most of these men are friend­ 
ly to the Western democracies— 
nations 
in 
which 
President 
Nkrumah now has emissaries 
seeking investments in Ghana. 


THERE 
HAVE 
BEEN 
so 
many such mysterious arrests 
that the terror slogan is “One 
o’clock!” Cabinet ministers and 
other officials rush to the radio 
at that hour to hear if they 
or anyone in their families have 
been dismissed or criticized. 
When “One o’clock” is over they 
know they have survived—at 
least for the 24 hours until the 
next grim “Ore o’clock.” 
Even those who survive live 
in a 
political 
strait 
jacket. 
There is no freedom of move­ 
ment. Citizens don’t leave this 
country without exit permits, 
which are becoming scarcer by 
the hour. 
There is only one political 
organization, t h e Convention 
People’s party, of which “ Big 
Brother” is supreme leader. 
There is no freedom of union 
organization 
o r 
commercial 
rights. This is controlled by 
the government under the In­ 
dustrial Relations Act. 


WITH GHANA under absolute 
control. President Nkrumah has 
been able to concentrate on at­ 
tempts to overthrow peaceful 
governments along this west 
coast and some of the east of 
here. There is evidence that he 
has run guns, money and agents 
into Togo, Liberia, the Ivory 
Coast, Nigeria, Sierra Leone, 
the Cameroons and the Congo 
(Leopoldville). 
Now he plans to plant po­ 
litical parties inside these na­ 
tions and even as far east as 
Kenya on the Indian Ocean. 
These parties are being organ­ 
ized in Bungalow 20, which of­ 
ficially is the headquarters of 
the All African Trade Union 
On June 27, Mr, Nkrumah’s 
mysterious agent and adviser, 
John Tettegah, flew to Geneva 
in an attempt to win interna­ 
tional recognition of his “fed­ 
eration” so its agents could sit 
in United Nations organizations.

“New York — A Negro group 
led by an admitted Communist 
today went ahead with plans 
for a Harlem rally despite or­ 
ders from the police commis­ 
sioner prohibiting 
demonstra­ 
tions by the group. . . . 
“The Harlem Defense Coun­ 
cil is led by William Epton, 
who says he is a Communist 
and recently taunted police by 
saying ‘there is nothing they 
can do’ about political beliefs.” 
Epton, who is 32 years old, 
later was arrested and charged 
with disorderly conduct. He was 
released on $500 bond and or­ 
dered to appear for a hearing 
on Aug. 7. 


IN SOMEWHAT s i m i l a r 
cases in the South, the Supreme 
Court of the United States has 
found technical reasons for re­ 
versing convictions for disor­ 
derly conduct and trespassing 
on private property and, of 
course, 
all 
the 
Communists 
keep fully informed about such 
proceedings and then taunt the 
po1’ i 
with 
statements that 
Communists are “just another 
political party” and can claim 
“constitutional rights.” 
The present Supreme Court 
has upheld the right to demon­ 
strate but unfortunately has ig­ 
nored 
the 
long - established 
precedents 
in 
which 
rulings 
were made that it is unlawful 
to incite to violence. 
There is nothing wrong with 
demonstrations 
in 
a 
mass 
meeting held in a hall or an 
arena, where any person who 
wishes can attend and listen to 
speeches. 
There is something potential­ 
ly dangerous about a street 
demonstration which embitters 
and offends people whose in­ 
volvement 
is 
involuntary 
as 
they happen to be in the area 
or as their homes are invaded 
and their places of business are 
looted. 
Former President Eisenhow­ 
er said in a press conference 
last year that every group “has 
a right to bring to the atten­ 
tion of the public its dissatis­ 
factions when its rights are not 
recognized and allowed to be 


exercised,” 
but that- “ when 
they go to the extent of irritat­ 
ing, exacerbating the situation, 
then I think we’ve had a little 
bit of a step back.’ 


THE SENSIBLE leaders of 
the Negro organizations today 
find themselves hindered 
by 
groups that are incited by Com­ 
munists and other militant or­ 
ganizers 
who 
are 
confident 
they will not be punished be­ 
cause they can rely for im­ 
munity on the “right to dem­ 
onstrate” as interpreted by the 
Supreme Court today. 
Leaders of the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, on the other 
hand, have begged persons to 
stay off the streets during criti­ 
cal times in their communities. 
The Chicago Defender, a large 
newspaper of Negro ownership, 
has just called for a morator­ 
ium on demonstrations. 
The United Press Internation­ 
al a few days ago told of the 
chairman of the New York 
State district committee of the 
Communist party being photo­ 
graphed with another Commun­ 
ist as they attended a protest 
rally at which one leader, Jesse 
Gray, called for “guerrilla war­ 
fare” against the police. 
Mr. Gray has taken the Fifth 
Amendment before the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities at least 20 times when 
asked 
about 
bis Communist 
activities. 
The head of the NAACP’s 
New York branch is quoted as 
saying that “the Communists 
find out who is talking the wild­ 
est, and then jump in with 
them.” 
There are, of course, plenty 
of “hate” groups without Com­ 
munist connections, whose in­ 
stinct is to resort to violence 
when they become angry. 


WHEN WILL the Supreme 
Court, however, see the trend 
toward widespread internal dis­ 
order due to its own faulty de­ 
cisions 
and become realistic 
again? 
When will the phony issue of 
“police brutality” be dealt with 
courageously 
everywhere 
by 
the issuance of city ordinances 
prohibiting all kinds of street 
demonstrations at a time when 
public feeling has become so 
embittered over any issue that 
violence is inevitable? 
And in cities where the local 
police might prove inadequate, 
why do not the governors mo­ 
bilize the state militia before­ 
hand at known places of com­ 
ing trouble, instead of gaiting 
till after the outbreak to take 
action? 
The basic issue cannot be ig­ 
nored any longer, despite its 
political embarrassments. For 
the American people are begin­ 
ning to see that the looting of 
stores, with damages running 
into the millions, has very lit­ 
tle to do with the merits of any 
civil rights question, but has 
everything to do with the age­ 
old problem of crushing crime 
by any measures of law en­ 
forcement deemed necessary to 
protect life and property.

From the way President John­ 
son and Sen. Bary Coldwater 
have been talking, you can get 
the impression the presidential 
campaign is going to be on a 
high plane, more or less. But 
this may not last long since 
neither man can predict or con­ 
trol the future. 
Coldwater 
himself, 
in 
the 
midst of saying he would not 
make any personal attacks on 
Johnson and would campaign 
solely on the issues, told a news 
conference: “Oh. I think you’ll 
find 
some 
brickbats 
flying 
around all over the place.” 
And Johnson is apparently 
prepared for anything that hap­ 
pens, while so far being bland 
about it ail, for he told a news 
conference: 
“Most campaigns 
are rough campaigns and I'm 
an old campaigner. I’ve been at 
it 30 years.” 
This gives him more than 
twice the campaign experience 
of Coldwater because he was in 
Congress more than twice as 
long.

save Ohio Power customers a 
total of $242,000 annually, will 
benefit large users of electricity 
who do not live in total - elec­ 
tric homes, some customers who 
live in all - electric homes and 
all public, private and parochial 
schools which use electric heat­ 
ing 
Major savings under the new 
rate schedule will go to resi 
dential customers who do not 
reside in total - electric homes. 
In these cases, or all home 
usage between 800 and 3,000 kilo- 
watthours per month, the rate 
will be reduced from the pres­ 
ent 1.5 cents per EWH to 1.2 
cents. For all residential usage 
over 3.000 EWH per month, the 
rate will drop to I cent per 
EWH from 1.5 cents. It will 
mean a savings of $190,000 an­ 
nually to about 24,000 of these 
customers. 
In the future. Ohio Power will 
bill its total - electric home cus­ 
tomers at a rate of I cent per 
EWH for all electricity o v e r 
3,000 EWH used per month, 
compared to the present rate of 
1.2 cents for all EWH over 1,200 
per month. This will affect about 
3,270 of the company’s 11,000 
total - electric customers and 
mean a total savings to them 
of $30,000 per year. 
Twenty-six s c h o o l s using 
electric heating will realize a 
total savings of approximately 
$22,000 annually. 
This marks the third time 
since 1961 that Ohio Power has 
placed rate reductions into ef­ 
fect.
